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Continuation of 10. Other: In the amendment after final, the Applicant argued that the Campbell reference fails to teach using a catalyst 
comprising platinum and a support comprising zirconia-silica for the purpose of converting NO to N02. Note, the reference to Campbell 
discloses an oxidation catalyst, when NO is oxidized it goes to N02. Additionally, the Campbell reference teaches various metals 
including a platinum group deposited on a high surface area support which may be "made of zirconia, silica of a combinaiton of two or 
more of these oxides (see col. 3, lines 8-17). 
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
